Despite having been arrested numerous 

tiroes by local autnorxtres for a variety of charges, he has no 
record in Pennsylvania State Police computerized master files 
or NCIC. Within the past month alone, he has been arrested 
twice for local offences and immediately taken to mental health 
facilities for treatment. On a third occasion he was arrested 
in Chester County, Pa., and released several days later. 

I was telephonically interviewed on 
while he was involuntarily confined to Norristown, Pa., State 
Hospital. He admitted calling the Embassy in Tokyo and telling 
them to find him a wife. He insisted that he never intended 
to hurt anyone. He appeared to be pleasant but completely 
out of touch with reality while being interviewed. He asked 
the interviewing agent to help him become an FBI Agent because 
he could learn to shoot a gun and he is good with his fists. 

He insisted that he will not hurt anyone whom he has 
threatened.
